>> are much bigger and clunkier than the gasses, and get in there and 

>> slow things down or stops it up? 


It is pretty common practice to do this with vacuum equipment using 
something like Apiezon grease (I don't know what it is but it has been 
around forever and laboratory vacuum people swear by it. Maybe it comes 
from an especially nasty strain of South American killer bees!), or the 
more modern silicone vacuum grease. For a more permanent seal, epoxy is 
often used. In lab equipment, it used to be common to go over your 
apparatus with a hand-held Tesla coil. The sparks would be attracted to 
the leak. As the level of vacuum got better, a helium leak tester was 
used. If you found a leak, you often dabbed on a little grease and 
continued on. But vacuum tubes are a little different. 


One problem is that the vacuum in transmitting tubes is generally better 
than can be obtained with these greases. Another is that these seals are 
subjected to high currents and can get quite hot. Any entrapped oil or 
grease will have a higher vapor pressure when hot than will the glass. So 
once placed in service, the grease will no longer work. In fact it might 
char and provide a conducting path. 


In transmitting tubes, these seals are also subject to dielectric heating 
(which goes up approximately as the square of frequency). The glass has 
internally generated heat from the fact that it is not a perfect 
dielectric. Any oil would likely make it worse. As Bobbi noted dust could 
be a problem too. 


Seal failures are generally not a problem in storage unless the tube is 
subject to lots of vibration during storage (like rattling around in 
Marty's trunk). It is more of a problem when the tube is used. The 
heating and cooling stresses the seal, as does plugging in the tube and 
connecting the plate caps. 


As I mentioned earlier, glass-to-metal seal failures are less common in 
receiving tubes. The manufacturers did considerable work developing the 
Kovar alloy which matches the thermal expansion coefficient of the glass 
quite well. Getting proper wetting of the metal was a problem but this 
seemed to be solved in the 1940's. The newer tubes have ceramic to metal 
seals which give fewer problems (these seals are brazed, not soft soldered, 
because soft solder has too high a vapor pressure). 


If you have diffusion pump oil, and are willing to clean it off carefully 
before use, I see no major harm in trying this. But I doubt if you would 
ever be able to see a major improvement. 


Soft starting big tubes, being careful with the sockets and caps during 
insertion, avoiding vibration, and having plenty of cooling air will make a 
much bigger difference. In Bobbi's operation, keeping the tube running at 
constant temperature (on 24 hours per day) can only help too.

It has been around two weeks or so since my original request for what would 
be a good, quality BA rcvr to listen to AM shortwave and local AM broadcast 
stations. The ability to casually copy CW/SSB was a requirement in the 
selection. 


While not a "formal" survey here is what those of you who took the time to 
respond considered. Choices are listed in descending order from most votes 
to least: 


1. SX-28/28A. Man, this revr must really sound SUPER!! Nine of you said it 
was THE revr to go with while still maintaining a decent budget. There is 
one fella who appears to be quite an authority on the rcevr and was very 
helpful. 9 votes in favor of this one. 


2. SX-62/62A. 6 votes. Not much in depth response but overall good vibes. FM 
capability was a plus. Also it was used in Air Force One during JFK's 
reign! ! 


3. NC-183D. 5 votes. Close third place to the SX-62/62A. 


4. SX-100. 4 votes in favor but also 4 people said it was not that great of 
an AM rcvr. Three said it was FAR SUPERIOR to the SX-99. 


5. SX-88. Most said it was over priced and NOT worth the "market value". 3 
voted it top dog. 


Also with 3 votes was the SP-200.
